Russia Gets the Rebel Ship. 

Admiral Kruger of the Black sea 
fleet arrived at Kustendje, Roumania, 
July; 9 to arrange for the transfer of 
the Kniaz Potemkine, which had been 
abandoned by her mutinous crew the 
day before on demand of the Rouma- 
nian authorities. Later it was found 
that before they left the. mutineers 
had opened the ship’s sea cocks. Be- 
fore the leak could be stopped the ves- 
sel had sunk eighteen inches and rest- 
ed on the bottom of the harbor. The 
water was pumped out, and a Russian 
crew took possession. The crew of 
the torpedo boat refused to surrender 
on the ground that they were not reb- 
els, but had been coerced into sup- 
porting the mutineers. They gave them- 
selves up to Russian officials. The lead- 
er of the mutineers was named Matu- 
schenks, He and his followers went to 
Bucharest. Their claim to the treas- 
ure of the battleship was not recog- 
nized by Roumania. The collapse of 
the mutiny was due in part to the fact 
that no officers of ability were disaf- 
fected and partly because of failure 
of other crews to join in the revolt. 


French Amnesty Defeated. 


The amnesty bill failed of passage 
in the French chamber of deputies, 
Jvfly 13, on account of the violent at- 
tack on the Republican party and its 
sponsors. Later, however, President 
Loubet decided to pardon those who 
would have been benefited by the bill. 


Germany Supports Sweden. 

The report was current at Stock- 
holm that Emperor William in a se- 
ecret conference had promised to sup- 
port King Oscar in his policy of 
coercion for Norway. Germany is ex- 
pected to make a great demonstration 
in Swedish waters within a week or 
so and war on Norway seems more 
probable. . 

Hungary Defies Austria.

A New Anaesthetic. 

According to an article translated 
for the Literary Digest from the Paris 
Cosmos, the hospitals of Paris are now 
experimenting with a substance known 
as scopolamin, an alkaloid extracted 
from a plant of the nightshade family, 
which when used as an anaesthetic has 
none of the disagreeable after effects 
which appear to be inseparable from 
chloroform, ether and cocaine. This 
hew agent enables the patient to go to 
sleep pleasantly before an operation, 
to go on sleeping peacefully’ after it 
and to awaken as from natural sleep, 
with health and appetite unimpaired. 
The substance is used mixed with mor- 
phine, and three hypodermic injections 
are required. While under the influ- 
ence if the patient be shaken or spoken 
to loudly or if a noise is made near 
him he will awake at once, but if he 
is pricked or pinched there is no sign 
of sensitiveness. The duration of the 
sleep averages four or five hours aftc: 
the operation. 


M. de Lambert, the French inventor, 


coche Sn sageoebieved some success with a new: 


fangled boat which skims along the 
surface of the water, thus avoiding the 
resistance caused by water in front of 
the ordinary boat. The trég! boat has 
a total-length of twenty, feet and a 
width of ten feet. It has two inclined 
planes made of wood and a twelve 
horsepower motor. When the boat is 
at rest the planes are immersed and 


the weight of the boat is supported by 


parallel floats united by crosspieces. 
When the motor is started the boat 
begins to move forward horizontally, 
but as soon as the speed increases the 
inclined planes lift the boat to the sur- 
face, whereupon the speed at once in- 
creases because of the immense dim- 
inution of resistance, and the boat be- 
gins to glide on a layer of air resting 
between the planes and the water up 
to a speed of fourteen, fifteen or twen- 
ty-five miles an hour. 

Peary’s Departure Delayed. 

Just as Commander Peary was about 
to sail from New York on the Roose- 
velt, as announced, his plans were In- 
terfered with by the resignation of his 
surgeon and by the need of more 
funds. His appeal for at least $40,000 
more to provide the expedition with 
what was needed met with prompt re- 
sponse from Morris K. Jesup, Thomas 
H. Hubbard, John D. Rockefeller, 
George Crocker and others. A fund 
of $25,000 was also started, to be given 
to the men of the expedition if they 
succeed in reaching the pole.

Throughout his college course, he 
maintained himself by teaching in the 
academy, and various other kinds of 
work. He taught at Mount Stirling, 
Wis., in the years 1888 and 1889. He 
took the theological course at Crozer 
seminary, in Upland, Pa., graduating 
in the class of 1892. He was ordained 
to the work of the ministry of Jesus 
Christ by a council of the Hartford 
association, convened in the First Bap- 
tist church of Hartford, Conn., June 
29, 1892. He served as superintendent 
of the Hartford Baptist union until 
Nov. 1, 1894. While in that capacity he 
had charge of two mission stations, 
under the direction of the Hartford 
Baptist union, one of which soon after- 
ward developed into the Oliver Baptist 
church and is today in a prosperous 
condition. 


On the first day of November, 1894, 
he became pastor of the Holmdel Bap- 
tist church in Holmdel, N, J., serving 
continuously for 10 years.

NEWSPAPER MEN’S OUTING 


Members of the Suburban Press Associa- 
tion Enjoy Days Trolley Trip Over 
Boston and Northern, 


Never was a “monthly meeting and 
outing more enjoyed than the one last 
Monday. In compliance with the usual 
request, some fifty members and friends 
of the association assembled at the 
corner of Portland and Hanover streets 
Boston, at 9.30 a. m., notwithstanding 
the uncertainty of the weather. Here 
two large open double truck cars of the 
Boston & Northern street railway were 
in waiting and at 0.45 the party started 
on a trip which covered 80 miles of elec- 
tric lines, and forming a perfect figure 
| eight. 

‘The run from Boston was over the 
Lynn marshes, where the party was 
treated to occasional glimpses of the 
beach and the billows as they rolled in. 
From Lynn to Salem the beauty of the 
scenery commenced to attract the eye, 
the view being an ever-changing one, 
Probably there is not a city in the Union 
of its size, which 1s better known than 
the “Witeh City.” Founded in-> 1626, 
four years before Boston was born, it 
led that city for some time in import- 
ance, and for two centuries it helda 
position only second toit. From Salem 
the party was taken through Peabody, 
an interesting and ‘quaint old town, 
The town was named for George Pea- 
body, a noted London banker and phil- 
anthropist, who was born here. It was 
he who founded practicaliy the Peabody 
Institute and gave toit the magnificent 
portrait of Queen Victoria. 

Through Wakefield the car then fol- 
lowed along the shores of the beautiful 
Quananpowitt lake, with its many wind- 
ing turns, affording a beautiful view 
until Reading was reached at 1.15 p. m. 
The party was then escorted to the 
beautiful residence of Treasurer Charles 
A. Loring, Where luncheon was served. 
Everything was done for the comfort 
[eee pleasure of the guests, and Mrs. 

Loring proved a most proficient hostess 
for the occasion. ‘The business meeting 
was called by Pwesiaent Wilson, while 
| the ladies and invited guests strolled 
around the beautiful grounds, orna- 
mented by walks and flower beds. Be- 
fore leaving here a unanimous vote of 
thanks was extended to Mr. and Mrs. 
Loring for the cordial welcome and de- 
| lightful hospitality which the party had 
had bestowed upon them. 

Feeling thoroughly refresiied” the 
party boarded the cars at 3.15 and re- 
sumed their tvip. to Lowell, through the 
beautiful residental district of Wilming- 
| ton, With its pretty farm houses, aud 
along the shore of Silver Lake, with its 
many summer camps. Crossing the 
Shawsheen river and entering Tewks- 
bury, the car went by the great ‘“‘carna- 
tion farms,’ where millions of the fra- 
grant blossoms are raised for the city 
markets every year. In the town of 
Tewksbury are located the great build- 
ings of the stave almshouse. From 
Tewksbury a short route brought the 
party to Lowell, famous the world over 
as the city of spindles, and on entering 
the city a fine view was afforded of the 
residential section. The trip from 
Lowell to Lawrence down the Merri- 
mack vailey, was perhaps the finest of 
the entire excursion, for nowhere in the 
wide world is there a river of equal 
léngth which combines so much of 
utility, beauty and history, as the Merri- 
mack. ae ; 

Lawrenéé with its great dam, And- 
over with its interesting history and at- 
tractive residences were greatly en- 
joyed by the tourists, the party stopping 
at. Hinton’s for refreshments such as he 
alone serves for a hot day relief, 

From Andover the return trip was 
made through Reading, Wakefield, Mel- 
rose, tormerly a part of Malden, the 
Midulesex Fells reservation and Pine 
Banks park, to Malden. In Malden 
there are many beautiful buildings, 
among them the Memorial building, con- 
taining the public library of 80,000 vol- 
umes, and also the art gallery. The 
| party was then taken over the hills of 
Everett, and through Chelsea to Boston, 
| arriving at the starting point at 8.30 p. 
m. Everyone in the party was highly 
delighted with the trip, it being a com- 
bination which afforded a tine view of 
the ocean, the beautiful inland scenery 
and the Merrimack river valley. 

R. H. Derrah,, general passenger agent 
of the Boston & Northern Street railway 
joined the party at Reading and was 
watchful to see that every comfort of 
the party was carefully looked after. 


Killed by Live Wire. 


Daniel E. Fraser, 29 years old, of 
Antigonish, Nova Scotia, a transient 
employe of the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, was’ acciden- 
tally electrocuted in North Andover, 
Thursday afternoon, dying a few 
minutes after the current passed through 
his body. 

Fraser was one of a gang of 10 men 
engaged in stringing a heavy copper 
wire for a toll line from Lowell to Pea- 
body, and was specifically engaged in 
fastening the wire to the insulators on 
} the cross arms of the poles. While he 
| was performing this task the wire swung 
over aspan wireof the Boston & Northern 
street railway, on the Lawrence «& Salem 
line, near Farnham’s corner. The span, 
usually regarded «as dead and proof 
against electric current by reason of 
the ball cut-off employed in road con- 
struction, proved to be leaky, and the 
heavy current passed through Fraser's 
| body. He made no outery, simply 
groaning. , 

Frazer was removed with some diffi- 
culty and taken to Colby’s undertaking 
parlors. The body will be taken to Nova 
Scotia today for burial. 

Fraser was unmarried, and leaves a 
father Roderick, and a mother, Janet 
(Chisholme) Fraser, and four brothers, 
Roderick, jr, who was working with 
him at the time and saw him meet his 
death, John and Alexander, who live at 
home, and William, who is employed at 
salem, N. H., in electrical work. 

Fraser has been working for the New 
| England Telephone and Telegraph com- 
| pany for only three months, previously 
working on the Boston electric roads. 
He was under Foreman Dickenson, and 
came with the others of the gang to 
this city Wednesday and was boarding 
| at the Concord house.

The executive com- 
mittee, limited to sixty members, “will 
be self perpetuating and self govern- 
ing and will have absolute control over 
the permanent fund, now amounting 
to $143,000. Miss Haley says that for 
years there has been afoot a powerful 
effort to make a despotism out of our 
entire school system. Power has been 
centralized until “there exists no more 
terrorized or oppressed body than the 
public school teachers?’ 7 


Growth of School Savings Banks. 

“The school savings bank plan,” says 
its founder, J. H. Thiry of Long Island 
City, “after twenty years of growth is 
now practiced in 1,089 schools of 109 
cities of 22 different states, and the 
sum of $2,782,012 has been saved by 
191,009 pupils. Of this sum $616,939 
remained on deposit at the first of the 
year.” Mr, Thiry says that the lessons 
of thrift and economy thus taught have 
made children more independent, self 
reliant and manly, giving them cour- 
age to enter life's battle conscious of a 
reserve force.

name of Albion, are chalk; 
of Paris is built upon chalk,

chalk which forms the Atlantic floor, 
to say nothin of the thousands of 
miles of it all over the globe, is com- 
posed of this petrified bodies of innu- 
merable tiny things which come to 
life in the sea, float about a while, live 
their own life, and die and sink down, 
down, so slowly that it takes years to 
reach their burial

only a clear liquid. In this experiment 
you see the carbonic acid gas going off 
in bubbles; the lime dissolved in the 
vinegar, vanished from sight. 


The way the history of chalk was 
found out was by sounding the At- 
lantic with a lead having an attach- 
ment to which the mud stuck The 
whitish-gray mud was dried and put 
under a microscope, which revealed 
the corpses of these little jellyfish 
of all sides and in all stages of petri- 
fication, This species is called glob- 
igerinae, and the scientists soon found 
out that these were exactly the 
same as found in the’ great chalk 
chalk cliffs and other formations all 
over the world.—Canadian Queen.
